Part Il: The Literature (continued ) 


This is the second and final installment of Part II, outlining 
the literature devoted to specific aspects of the English coinage. 
You, the reader, are left to add the most important works of all, 
those yet unwritten. 

The general order of discussion will be similar to that which 
was followed in the description of the coinage. It should be 
pointed out that a large proportion of the very important work 
done in all of the various fields of English numismatics is pub- 
lished in the major journals. Virtually every reign since ancient 
times has been dealt with in depth in the pages of the British 
Numismatic Journal, the Numismatic Chronicle, or in Seaby’s 
Coin and Medal Bulletin, or Spink and Son’s Numismatic 
Circular. 

The study of the coinages of the Ancient British tribes began 
somewhat in obscurity, but Camden, in the famous Britannia, 
published in 1586, included woodcut drawings of several Ancient 
British coins. A great many students and scholars wrote on 
the ancient coins but the first major work on the subject was The 
Coins of the Ancient Britons by Sir John Evans. Published in 
1864, the book immediately became the standard of reference for 
the entire coinage of pre-Roman Britain. Evans first described 
the uninscribed coins in various metals, and then attributed the 
later, inscribed issues to districts and to the various tribes. When 
the discovery of new coins and the advancement of numismatic 
knowledge required that the book be updated, Evans published 
a supplement. It appeared in 1890. The supplement page and 
plate numbers were such that the two books could be bound to- 
gether with continuous numbering. Unfortunately, not many of 
the supplements were sold, and today they are quite scarce. 

Derek F. Allen, one of the most outstanding scholars of 
British numismatics, read a paper entitled The Belgic Dynasties 
of Britain and their Coins to the Society of Antiquaries, in April, 
1940. The paper appeared in Archaeologia, Volume XC, and was 
then reprinted in 1944 as a separate monograph. It was a very 
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significant work on the attribution and dating of the pre-Roman 
coinage, and it was largely followed by R. P. Mack in his defini- 
tive work The Coinage of Ancient Britain, appearing in 1953, 
and again as a second edition, in 1964. Mack’s work has been 
referred to as a coupus, but there is a great amount of work to 
still be done in this field. 


Two further works of D. F. Allen were published between the 
two editions of Mack. Belgic Coins as Illustrations of Life in the 
Late Pre-Roman Iron Age of Britain first appeared in the Pro- 
ceedings of the Prehistoric Society for 1958, Volume XXIV, but 
was reprinted separately. Also in the same year, as part of the 
book Problems of the Iron Age in Southern Britain, Allen’s 
paper The Origins of Coinage in Britain, a Reappraisal appeared. 


The latest publications on the Ancient British coins are sev- 
eral volumes of the Sylloge of Coins of the British Isles. The Syl- 
loge, is however, not devoted just to the ancient period, but will 
eventually cover most phases of the coinage. 


The concept of publishing a Sylloge, or record of the coins of 
the British Isles is not a new one. In the early eighteenth cen- 
tury, attempts were made to prepare a comprehensive description 
of the English coins in the various important collections in the 
country. No part of the project got so far as the publishers, how- 
ever. Several attempts were subsequently made, but not until 
the great Anglo-Saxon historian, Sir Frank Stenton put the 
project into reality did the first volume appear in 1958. Under 
the Sylloge Committee fifteen volumes have thus far appeared, 
and it appears that sufficient momentum exists to continue the 
work indefinitely, or until some logical conclusion is reached. 
Generally, a chronological arrangement is used in each volume, 
and each volume is usually from a particular collection. As a 
result, Ancient British and Anglo-Saxon coins have been classi- 
fied from some of the greatest museum and public collections in 
Great Britain and Scandinavia (where, incidentally, Anglo- 
Saxon coins are found in abundance). Two of the volumes which 
have not followed the pattern of the bulk of the Sylloge are 
D. F. Allen’s Coins of the Coritani, and E. J. E. Pirie’s Gros- 
venor Museum, Chester Sylloge on the Coins of the Chester Mint 
Signature.

As in the case with several other periods, the numismatics of 
Roman Britain had been studied and described in several works 
before a single scholar came to cover the field in a wide scope, 
and to publish the first significant and durable book. John Yonge 
Akerman wrote Coins of the Romans Relating to Britain in 1836. 
He was both a scholar and a man very much devoted to numis- 
matics. In addition to the present work being described, he wrote 
on the Roman, the Greek, and even on modern numismatics. 
Further, he started the Numismatic Journal himself, in 1836, 
and later that year helped to found the Numismatic Society. 
That society later became the Royal Numismatic Society, and 
Akerman’s Numismatic Journal, after the publication of two 
volumes, became the Numismatic Chronicle which continues 
today as one of the great numismatic journals. 

The Coins of the Romans Relating to Britain was greatly 
expanded and published as a second edition in 1842. Again re- 
vised and improved, the third and final edition of 170 pages 
compared to the first of 84 pages, appeared in 1844. As Gilbert 
Askew was to write a century later, the significance of Akerman’s 
contributions to Romano-British numismatics will be the more 
appreciated when one realizes that nearly all of the standard 
reference works written on Roman coins appeared after Aker- 
man’s writings. 

The next book to cover the whole of Romano-British numis- 
matics was C. H. V. Sutherland’s Coinage and Currency in Ro- 
man Britain written in 1937. The book had a twofold purpose. 
First, it dealt with the coinage of Britain under Roman rule, and 
it discussed the large series of imitations commonly known as 
barbarous radiates. Some of the problems which the book con- 
siders are the spread of Roman coinage in Britain, the economic 
causes of the barbarous radiates, and the study of hoards and 
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find sites. 

Three ANS monographs which should be mentioned are 
C. H. V. Sutherland’s Romano-British Imitations of Bronze 
Coins of Claudius I (NNM 65), 1935; The Richborough Hoard 
of Radiates, by H. Mattingly and W. P. B. Stebbing (NNM 80), 
1938; and Barbarous Radiates by Philip V. Hill (NNM 112), 
1949. 

The last book to appear on the numismatics of Roman Britain 
is Gilbert Askew’s The Coinage of Roman Britain, published in 
1951. The book is basically a catalogue, with historical introduc- 
tions to the various chapters. By the cross-referencing to Cohen, 
Askew showed what great strides had been taken in this field 
since the end of the last century. This book is easy to follow, an 
excellent introduction to the subject, and inexpensive, as it is 
still in print. Also, two very helpful appendices are included in 
the book: The Roman Governors of Britain, by E. Birley, and 
“Barbarous Radiates” in Britain, by Philip V. Hill. 

In comparison to the literature on the Ancient British coin- 
ages or to that of the Roman period, quite a great deal has been 
published on the Anglo-Saxon money. The coins are more plenti- 
ful, their inscriptions are usually more easily understood, and 
the student of this period can draw on the coins as well as other 
documentation to more fully understand the coinage and its 
significance. 

One of the earliest books to deal with the Anglo-Saxon coin- 
age solely, is Samuel Pegge’s An Assemblage of Coins Fabricated 
by Authority of the Archbishops of Canterbury. This was an 
attempt, published in 1772, to present an account of the ecclesi- 
astical coinages of the See of Canterbury. Mainly relevant to the 
Anglo-Saxon period, it also included the coinages of Warham 
and Cranmer during Henry VIII’s reign. 

Another of the early books to deal with the Anglo-Saxon 
coins is John Lindsey’s A View of the Coinage of the Heptarchy 
published in 1842. It was written to add some information to 
Ruding’s Annals, which had appeared (in its third and final 
edition) two years before, and to Hawkins’ Silver Coins of 
England which had just appeared the year before. Lindsey prin- 
cipally dealt with the Saxon coinages before the consolidation of 
the many kingdoms under Wessex. The six plates of coins were 
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intended entirély as suplementary to both Ruding and Hawkins. 

Bror Emil Hildebrand published Anglosachsiska mynt 1 
Svenska Kongliga Myntkabinettet, funna i Sveriges jord (Anglo- 
Saxon coins in the Royal Swedish Collection, found in Sweden). 
First published in 1846, it describes the Systemmatic Collection 
in Stockholm with such accuracy and thoroughness that today 
the book, though in Swedish, is indispensible for serious study. 
The second edition appeared in 1881, and is the most frequently 
used. 

Shortly after the appearance of the second edition of Hilde- 
brand the first of the now famous British Museum Catalogues on 
the coins of Great Britain was written. The first volume, by C. F. 
Keary, appeared in 1887, the second, with the assistance of H. A. 
Grueber, was published in 1893. These works give a brief history 
as well as a catalogue of the coins in the Museum, and they, like 
Hildebrand, are essential even today. Long out of print, the two 
volumes have been reprinted and are now available again. 

In tribute to Sir Frank Stenton, a volume of Anglo-Saxon 
numismatic studies was presented to him on the occasion of his 
80th birthday. Edited by R. H. M. Dolley, Anglo-Saxon Coins 
has made contributions in several phases of the series. In all, 
fifteen separate papers make up this festschrift. 

Two small monographs by Michael Dolley, and published by 
the British Museum are Anglo-Saxon Pennies, 1964, and Viking 
Coins of the Danelaw and of Dublin, 1965. These excellent sur- 
veys, perhaps the best of their kind to appear, are just a small 
part of the contribution which Mr. Dolley has made to Anglo- 
Saxon numismatics. Indeed, the serious student will find much 
of Dolley’s work indispensible. Unfortunately it is not always 
easy to find, as it is published in the journals of many societies 
and numismatic organizations. He is also responsible for several 
volumes of the Sylloge. 

Again, as in all of the following categories, the British Numis- 
matic Journal, the Numismatic Chronicle, Seaby’s Coin and 
Medal Bulletin, Spink and Son’s Numismatic Circular, and sev- 
eral other journals can be consulted for much valuable informa- 
tion on the series. And, of course the Sylloges are essential. 

Also, of a slightly different nature, but of the same design and 
format as the Sylloge is The Carolingian Coins in the British 
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Museum by R. H. M. Dolley and K. F. Morrison. This volume 
and the immediately subsequent ANS publication Carolingian 
Coinage, 1967 (NNM 158), by K. F. Morrison and Henry Grun- 
thal are most important to the Anglo-Saxon student. The rela- 
tionship of the Carolingian issues to those of the Anglo-Saxon is 
probably greater than was previously realized before these two 
books appeared. 

For the remaining period of English coinage, the literature 
will be described in relation to the chronology of the coinage 
rather than the chronology in which the works appeared. 

In the study of the Norman period, one might naturally turn 
to the British Museum Catalogues. G. C. Brooke’s Catalogue of 
English Coins in the British Museum, Norman Kings was pub- 
blished in two volumes in 1916. It is a corpus of the coins of 
the period, and is the most significant work yet to be published 
on the coinage of Norman England. Perhaps Brooke is to the 
Norman coins what Hildebrand is to the Anglo-Saxon pennies. 

A great deal of work had been done before Brooke presented 
his studies. Of particular importance is the work of P. W. P. 
Carlyon-Britton. He published a Numismatic History of the 
Reigns of William I and II which appeared in the first and sec- 
ond series of the BN-J/. He also published William I and II,'Their 
Mints and Moneyers in Spink’s Numismatic Circular, and On 
the Coins of William I and II and the Sequence of their Types 
in the NC. 

Both articles appeared in 1902, the year before Carlyon-Brit- 
ton pioneered the formation of the British Numismatic Society. 

Also at the turn of the century, W. J. Andrew wrote on the 
numismatics of Stephen and Henry I. In fact, the entire volume 
of the NC for the year 1901 was devoted to Andrew’s A Numis- 
matic History of the Reign of Henry I. 

The fifth volume of the British Museum Catalogues devoted 
to English coins was D. F. Allen’s study of the first issue of 
Henry II, known variously as the cross-and-crosslets type (be- 
cause of the reverse type) and as the Tealby coinage (because of 
a great hoard of the type) found near Tealby. The coins were 
generally ill struck and only by very careful work was Allen able 
to give a sequence of the various varieties within the single type. 
The book stands as the last word on the subject at present. It 
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was published in 1951. 

L. A. Lawrence, concentrating his studies on the Plantagenet 
coinage, found a sequence to the privy-marks on the coins of 
Edward III. He established that these hitherto misunderstood 
marks related to the trials of the Pyx. By the proper ordering of 
the marks, the coinage could be dated to three month increments. 
Lawrence’s findings were published in the Numismatic Chronicle 
in 1926 and in several yearly issues after that. Entitled The 
Coinage of Edward III from 1351, these studies were a significant 
advance in the technique of numismatic research. 

Somewhat earlier than Lawrence’s work, were the studies of 
the Fox Brothers. They solved perhaps the greatest mystery in 
English numismatics when they were able to establish a sequence 
of types for the pennies of Edward I, II, and the early issues of 
Edward III. By the style of lettering, busts, and initial marks, 
and with the aid of the ecclesiastical issues whose issuers could 
be dated by historical evidence, the seemingly monotonous series 
of Edwardian pence was subdivided into fifteen classes, and 
many more sub-classes, and assigned not only to particular mon- 
archs but in most cases dated to fairly narrow time spans. These 
studies were published in several volumes of the BNJ, starting 
in 1909, under the title Numismatic History of the Reigns of 
Edward I, II, and III. 

As nearly all of the studies relating to the later hammered 
coinages (Richard II to Charles II) have appeared in the pe- 
riodicals, the authors, rather than the articles, may be more 
easily followed. 

Most of the following writers covered several reigns, and the 
bulk of their work appeared in the BNJ or the NC. 

Besides the work in the reign of Edward III, L. A. Lawrence 
wrote on the reign of Henry II, the short cross coinage, the long 
cross coinage, the reigns of Henry IV and Henry VII. F. A. 
Walters wrote on the coinages of Edward II, Richard II, Henry 
IV, Henry V, Henry VI, and Edward IV. H. W. Morrieson and 
H. Symonds were both prolific writers who did most of their 
work in the first quarter of this century. Both of them published 
extensively in the NC and the BNJ on the numismatics of the 
Tudor and Stuart periods. Helen Farquhar’s studies on the por- 
traiture of the Tudor and Stuart monarchs are also most im- 
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portant for the historian of art as well as the numismatist. 

Most of the important publications relating to the milled 
coinage have been discussed in the description of general titles. 
However, here again the periodicals and journals must be con- 
sulted. 

We close this brief synopsis of English numismatics with 
comments on the publications which describe the fascinating 
issues of token currency. These periods are considered: mid- 
seventeenth century issues, late eighteenth century pieces, and 
very shortly after, the early nineteenth century tokens. 

In the year 1858, William Boyne published his work on the 
tokens of the period of the Commonwealth and reign of Charles 
II: Trade Tokens Issued in the Seventeenth Century in England, 
Wales, and Ireland. The author, in his old age passed his collec- 
tion of tokens, along with the manuscript and other material 
which he had accumulated to George C. Williamson. Williamson, 
then prepared a “New and Revised Edition,” incorporating the 
new findings since Boyne’s time, along with his own studies. 
Published in three volumes between 1889 and 1891, the work is 
a wealth of information listing over 12,700 tokens in 1,590 pages. 
The book’s value is attested to by the 1967 reprint, produced 
exactly as originally published, but in two rather than three 
volumes. 

Many smaller works have appeared from time to time on the 
seventeenth century tokens, most of them dealing with a partic- 
ular geographical area or type of token. Only a few will be listed 
here. 

J. H. Burn published a very popular book in 1853, entitled 
Descriptive Catalogue of the London Traders, Tavern and Cof- 
fee-house Tokens Current in the Seventeenth Century. It was 
mainly a description of the collection of the Corporation Library, 
Guildhall, and originally assembled by Henry Beaufoy. A second 
edition appeared in 1855. 

The Hampshire Seventeenth Century Traders’ Tokens edited 
by J. L. Wetton is typical of the smaller works dealing in just 
one area of token issuers. It was published in 1964. Another re- 
cent work, C. M. Rowe’s Salisbury Local Coinage, published in 
1966, is similar in scope and treatment. 

Catalogues of tokens issued in the late eighteenth century 
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were first published even before the issue of tokens came to an 
end. Not much is known of the first work, by Hammond, pub- 
lished in 1794 because the book apparently does not exist today. 
The famous token issuer and coin dealer T. Spence published 
The Coin Collector's Companion, being a Description of the 
Modern Political and other Copper Coins in 1795. A Catalogue 
by Samuel Birchall entitled A Descriptive list of the Provincial 
Copper Coins or Tokens issued between the Years 1786 and 
1796 arranged Alphabetically was published in 1796. Also in 
1796 Charles Pye published Provincial Copper Coins or Tokens 
issued between the year 1787 and 1796. The book contained 36 
engraved plates of coins. Pye compiled a second edition of this 
work in 1801. It was greatly expanded both by the increase in 
the number of plates and by the addition of some information on 
the issuers, die sinkers, and manufacturers. As Bell states in the 
introduction to Commercial Coins, 1787-1804, “much of our 
present knowledge depends upon the pioneer work of Charles 
Pye, and his friend and fellow collector, George Barker, also of 
Birmingham.” 

James Condor published An Arrangement of Provincial Coins, 
Tokens and Medalets issued in Great Britain, Ireland and the 
Colonies, in 1798. The significance of this work is indicated by 
the fact that even today the series is often referred to as the 
Condor tokens. According to Bell, it remained a standard work 
for almost eighty years. 

In the year 1834 Thomas Sharp produced the catalogue of 
the collection of Sir George Chetwynd. Chetwynd had known 
many of the manfuacturers, engravers, and die sinkers of the 
tokens and Sharp’s work contained a wealth of information. 

In the 1880’s R. T. Samuel anonymously published in The 
Bazaar Exchange and Mart a great many articles on the eigh- 
teenth century tokens. What would have become a major publi- 
cation, was never produced in book form because the author died 
before he could complete his plans. Nevertheless, the seven hun- 
dred or so pages which appeared in The Bazaar are available to 
students. 

James Atkins, the writer of the very important work on the 
British Colonial Series, published The Tradesmen’s Tokens of 
the XVIII Century in 1892. It was a reference of great im- 
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portance but today it is seldom used because of the Dalton and 
Hamer corpus which followed. 

To all collectors of eighteenth century tokens, the names of 
Dalton and Hamer are synonymous with the series. These two 
men privately produced, over the period 1910-1919, the magnum 
opus of tokens of the period. It was The Provincial Token- 
Coinage of the 18th Century. Indeed, very little description of 
the die sinkers, manufacturers, or issues was included. But the 
book did contain a listing of over 6800 pieces, with descriptions 
of all varieties in detail, along with superb plates of the coins 
adjacent to the descriptions. Rarely does a piece of the period 
come along which has not been catalogued in D&H. To the col- 
lector the book is indispensible. Fortunately it has been re- 
printed, and is available for a modest sum. The originals are, 
however, very scarce. 

It was left to R. C. Bell to approach the subject of eighteenth 
century tokens in such a way as to separate the “Genuine Trade 
Tokens” from the spurious and other non-currency pieces. And 
to the historian, Bell has perhaps given the most accurate pic- 
ture yet of just what tokens were used for money, and what 
pieces were made for other uses, such as those small mintage 
pieces which collectors produced for trading amongst themselves. 

In four volumes (we hope to hear more from Mr. Bell) which 
cover not only the eighteenth century but also the nineteenth 
century issues, Bell deals with Commercial Coins, 1787-1804, 
Copper Commercial Coins, 1811-1819, Tradesmen’s Tickets and 
Private Tokens, 1785-1819, and Specious Tokens, and those 
struck for General Circulation, 1784-1804. 

By using Bell’s work in conjunction with Dalton and Hamer 
the student is left with very little wanting in his library on the 
eighteenth century English tokens. 

William Boyne, already mentioned for his work on seven- 
teenth century issues published The Silver Tokens of Great 
Britain and Ireland in 1866. Although not exhaustive, the cata- 
logue did contain much helpful information. 

The year 1904 saw the publication of the first of the two major 
works on the eighteenth century tokens which are still the most 
important references. The Nineteenth Century Token Coinage of 
Great Britain, Ireland, the Channel Islands and the Isle of Man 
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by W. J. Davis not only covered the private issues but those by 
the Bank of England, Bank of Ireland, the large series of coun- 
terstamped Spanish and other foreign coins, and “tokens of over 
one penny value of any period.” The book contained 284 quarto 
pages and 15 plates, plus an introduction and numerous plates 
in the text. The original edition is very scarce but a reprint, quite 
well done, was produced in 1969 and is still available. 

The Silver Token-Coinage Mainly Issued Between 1811 and 
1812 by Richard Dalton appeared in 1922. Using essentially the 
same format as Dalton and Hamer, and with the same thorough- 
ness as was used in that book, this work was very well received. 
It is now also available as a reprint, produced in 1968 with the 
same high quality as the reprint of D&H. 

One final note. Arthur W. Waters, a notable collector of 
tokens wrote two supplements, Notes on Eighteenth Century 
Tokens, 1954, adding some notes to D&H, and Notes on the 
Silver Tokens of the Nineteenth Century, 1957, containing addi- 
tions to Dalton. Both booklets are very helpful but unfortunately 
out of print. 

It is hoped that by the discussion which has preceded, you 
will find, as I have, that the study of this utterly fascinating field 
has few equals. It has drawn great scholars as well as great col- 
lectors. It has justified itself, not only as a pastime, but by the 
great contributions it has made to man’s knowledge of his past. 
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Foreword 


This Introduction to the Study of the Coins of the United 
States of America will be presented in three parts. A general dis- 
cussion of the coinage will be followed by a catalog section. Then 
the more important books on the subject will be mentioned. 


Perhaps the first question that comes to mind is: What can 
be said about the coinage of the United States that has not been 
said before, particularly in an article intended to be brief, and 
not an in-depth study of the subject? It is not new facts which 
are being presented, it is a new look at the old ones. By habit, 
I think, the coinage of the United States is thought of in terms 
of particular denominations. Even when looking at the coinage 
from a standpoint of the various types, such as type collecting, 
the cents are usually thought of as a group, the half dimes as 
another group, and so on. Why? 


The United States coinage is more widely collected than any 
other coinage in the world. It is the first coinage to be collected 
by really large groups of the populace. And yet, few collectors 
go beyond the priced catalogs. As a result of the catalogs and the 
more common types of albums available, the approach to coin 
collecting in the United States has been along the lines of each 
denomination. Most collectors, thinking back to the start of 
their interest in coins, remember trying to assemble a set of cents 
in their “penny board.” Though most have gone on to much more 
sophisticated collecting, the practice of thinking along lines of 
denominations, following one denomination from as far back as 
its origin to its conclusion, or to the present day for the few 
denominations which have survived, has prevailed by habit. We 
might say that this is collecting, in a chronological sense, along 
vertical lines. 


Why not look at the coinage of the United States along hori- 
zontal chronological lines? That is, why not approach the coinage 
from the smallest to the largest denominations on a basis of how 
it was issued? As many numismatists turn to foreign coins as a 
field of interest, the form of collecting and study is often along 
chronological lines. As an example, the coinage of Iturbide of 
Mexico most likely would be thought of as a group, rather than 
as the 8 reales of Iturbide being associated with the 8 reales of 
the Spanish colonial series and the 8 reales of the Republic. 
Indeed, both approaches are used, but the former appears to 


have a distinct advantage, particularly from the historical point 
of view. 


Taking a look at the various denominations as they were 
issued, in relation to the other denominations of the period, will 
give a perspective to the coinage which many students of the 
United States coinage have not yet developed. This is not a 
suggestion that collectors change the form of their collecting. 
But the influence of one denomination on another is very great. 
Denominations are related by art (most periods were domi- 
nated by one or two engravers, or artists), by technical limita- 
tions (the clue as to why the 1804 dollars could not possibly have 
been struck in 1804), by economics and the part played by the 
relations of gold to silver, by sizes (alas, the short lived twenty 
cent piece), by design (gold plated 1883 ‘no cents’ five cent pieces 
being passed for half eagles), and by inflation (clad coins, and 
the earlier silver pieces with and without arrows at date). Per- 
spective then, is the principle theme of this brief presentation. 


Part I of this paper will be a general discussion of the coinage. 
Starting in 1792, with the first activity at the United States 
mint, it will conclude with the present coins in circulation. The 
major designs will be seen, along with those designs which were 
not ultimately accepted. The private and territorial issues will 
be included, along with the token issues, and a few of the monies 
of necessity. Bank and treasury notes will be touched on only 
slightly. The colonial and pre-mint issues of the United States 
will not be discussed here. 


Part II, the Catalog of the Coinage of the United States lists 
the various types of coins issued. The arrangement is chrono- 
logical, and does not cover every date, but indicates those times 
when the coinage, or any part of it, was in change. The term 
catalog suggests that market values of the coins will be given. 
They will not. 

Part III will describe the literature of the field: those books, 
articles, and papers which have presented the studies and re- 
search of scholars and collectors alike. 

As would be expected, much of the literature follows along 
the lines of denominations, but some outstanding texts cover the 
entire field, or sizable segments of it. This bibliography is not 
complete but does cover the most important works. Some are 
readily available, others virtually unobtainable. There are, how- 
ever, two important sources of these books. The Library of the 
American Numismatic Society in New York City is perhaps the 
largest numismatic library in the Western Hemisphere. The 
American Numismatic Association Library in Colorado Springs 
is not as large, but members may borrow books from the library 
by mail.
